The local delegation will probably be 
joined by some business men from 
Morristown and New Palestine, while 
the Connersville merchants will in­ 
terest Liberty merchants.

will be made to place this city on the 
proposed route.

business men took a similar view and 
by a concerted effort the route is ex­ 
pected to be landed.

The party will leave here 
Monday morning at 6:30 o’clock and 
will join the Connersville crowd at 
seven o’clock for the trip to Dayton. 
If successful in the Dayton end of 
the venture, the committee will go to 
Indianapolis next Wednesday to see 
Carl G. Fisher, who has the Indiana­ 
polis end of the aeroplane arrange­ 
ments in charge. They will lav down 
their plans to Mr. Fisher and from 
all indications a route through this 
section may be ordered. 
There is 
considerable 
dissatis 
faction over the original route fol­ 
lowing the National road from Day 
ton to Indianajpolis, certain cities 
failing to fulfill the government re­ 
quirements. 
While it may not be 
possible to secure a permanent route 
or a route that all aviators between 
(he two points 
will be required to 
take, the merchants are hopeful the 
route will he designated and airmen 
sent over this territory On specified 
dates. .

The local merchants association 
communicated with the Morristown 
association this morning and receiv­ 
ed encouraging word from there that 
they would co-operate. Morristown 
promised to interest New Palestine 
and in this manner a big working or­ 
ganization will be secured. The Con­ 
nersville merchants will do the same 
thing with the Liberty people. 
It was pointed out today that the 
route between Dayton and Indiana­ 
polis by way of Liberty, Conenrsville 
and Rushville was not any longer 
than the National road and that this 
could not be used in discouraging the 
selection of the route. 


TIMOTHY M’GRAW 
I THOUGHT SUICIDE 


Killed Late Friday When Struck by 


Pennsylvania Train at Dublin 


Wayne County. 


P O S T A L C A R D IS O N L Y C L E W 


Addressed to M . W . Lyons Which 


Leads to Inquiry Here. 
Identi­ 


fied by Rev. W . J . Cronin. 


Timothy McGraw, 47 years old, a 
resident of this city was killed late 
yesterday afternoon when struck by 
a 
Pennsylvania 
train at 
Dublin, 
Wayne county. 
McGraw had been 
demented for some time and an in­ 
vestigation 
by the 
Wayne county 
coroner may show his death was the 
result of suicide. 
McGraw 
carried a postal 
card 
addressed to the Rev. W. M.- Lyons 
of St. M ary’s church and as this was 
the only clew leading to his identity 
it was thought for some time that 
the body 
was that of 
the 
Rev. 
Lyons. 
The remains were taken to 
Richmond and the identification was 
made by the Rev. W. J. Cronin, for­ 
merly of this city. 
Mr. McGraw is survived by the 
widow, Bridget McGraw of this city. 
She was pot notified until late this 
afternoon as the identification was 
not completed until noon. 
McGraw 
had been mentally unbalanced for 
the past month and of late had Wen 
growing 
worse. 
Monday of this 
week he went to Father Lyons and 
told him he believed he would go to 
New York City. 
Father Lyons ad­ 
vised 
McGraw 
to 
go 
first 
tc 
Cincinnati and then after working 
there for a time then to proceed to 
New York. 
This, McGraw decided 
to do and the supposition is that he 
was enroute*to Cincinnati. 
Believing that the man might want 
to write him, Father Lyons address- 
a postal card to 
himself and gave 
this to McGraw. 
It was this card 
that was 
found on the 
body and 
which eventually led to the identifi­ 
cation. 
From all appearances McGraw de- 
liverately flung himself in front of a 
fast train and was instantly killed 
It may have been an accident, bul 
the towerman at the Dublin junctior 
is of the opinion it was suicide, ac­ 
cording to a dispatch from Rich­ 
mond this afternoon.

McGraw labored under the im­ 
pression that two 
men were aftei 
him .with the 
intentions of killing 
him and then getting away with hb 
body. 
He recited this story to sev­ 
eral different people 
here no 
latei 
than 
Wednesday. 
Last 
Monday 
night he appealed to -Sheriff Cavitl 
to let him sleep in the jail over night 
as he feared someone 
would harm 
him. 
The sheriff complied with hb 
request and the next morning Me 
Graw declared ten or eleven men had 
tried to get into the jail to kill him 
McGraw was born in Ireland and 
came here about fifteen years ago 
When he first came to Rushville he 
was employed as a flagman on th( 
Pennsylvania railroad at the Main 
street crossing. 
This 
summer h< 
was employed as a fireman at the 
Indianapolis and Cincinnati Tractior 
company’s power house here. 
From 
his actions of the past three or foui 
weeks his tragic end came as no 
surprise to those who knew him. 
The funeral 
arrangements 
have 
not been made.

The senate chamber was crowded 
when rhe Wisconsin senator began. 
“Not by the breadth of a hair.” he 
houted, “will I turn from the course 
marked out for myself, guided by 
*uch knowledge as I can obtain and 
•ontrolled and directed by a solemn 
»onviction of right and duty. 
“Since the declaration of war the 
riiwnphant war party 
has pursued 
congressmen who voted against war 
with malicious and libelous attacks, 
going to the extreme of 
charging 
them with treason. 
“But it is not aloqe members of 
«ongress the war party has sought 
o intimidate. 
“For weeks past honest and law 
abiding citizens of this country have 
>een 
terrorized 
and 
outraged 
in 
heir rights by those sxtora to up­ 
hold the law. 
“Private residences 
are being in­ 
vaded, loyal citizens arrested and 
the most sacred constitutional rights 
ruaranteed to every American citi­ 
zen arc being continually violated. 
“I think all men 
now 
recognize 
that in time of war the citizen must

good. 
But the right to control their

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Seed Corn Week 
Rush county will get a better start 
on next year’s com crop than she 
had on this year’s. 
We are now at 
war; a year ago we were not and 
had no notion of believing we would 
be a year hence. 
But with all the 
incumbrances coming from a late 
start, Rush county this year is mak­ 
ing a marvelous record on her corn 
crop and is doing her share tots aids 
helping feed the world. 
There is a United States agricul­ 
tural department agent here, W. F. 
Franklin, to 
remind Rush 
county 
farmers that they should begin pre­ 
parations right 
now for the

the best, surest, and easiest time to 
get the necessary seed. The five rea­ 
sons for 
increasing the seed 
corn 
supply are: 
First-class seed corn is scarce al­ 
most every spring. 
«Extended plantings and replant­ 
ings practically exhausted the hold­ 
over supply last June. 
In some sections this year’s crop 
has been destroyed by drought or 
early frosts. Farm ers of these sec­ 
tions should now arrange to secure 
seed from localities possessing cli­ 
matic conditions similar to their own. 
In the localities favored with a 
crop this year, next year’s crop may 
be destroyed, and there should now 
be selected a supply of locally adapt­ 
ed seed for 1918 and a holdover sup­ 
ply for the 1919 planting. 
'Hail storms, floods, and droughts 
yearly destroy millions of acres of 
young com, making second and third 
plantings of seed necessary. 
Seed 
com dealers who provide ample sup­ 
plies of seed of early maturing vari­ 
eties 
render 
valuable 
service b^ 
prompt deliveries for these emer­ 
gency plantings.

Seed Corn Week 


Rush county will get a better start 


on next year's corn crop than she 
had on this year's. We are now at 
war; a year ago we were not and 
had no notion of believing we would 
be a year hence. But with all the 
incuiii!bra,nfes coming from a late 
start, Kush county this year is mak- 
ing a marvelous record on her corn 
crop and is doing her share towards 
helping feed the world. 


There is a United States agricul- 


tural department agent here, W. P. 
Franklin, to 
remind Rush 
county 


farmers (hat they should begin pre- 
parations right now for the next 
year's crop by selecting good seed 
and plenty of it. To keep the ques- 
tion of seed corn before the farmers, 
seed corn week has heen set for Oc- 
tober.!.") to 20. If Rush county far- 
mers neglect to get their seed corn 
now, it will be their own fault, be- 
cause the government is going to do 


all it can to see that they do. 


The 
department of 
agriculture 


gives five reasons for selecting and 
saving double the usual amount of 
seed corn in the localities where the 
corn crop is maturing in good con- 
dition, as it is here. The depart- 
ment believes that much more than 
the usual! acreage of corn 
will be 


planted nest spring and that now is 
the best, surest, and easiest time to 
get the necessary seed. The five rea- 
sons for increasing the seed corn 
supply are: 


•First-class seed corn is scarce ail- 


most every spring. 


Extended plantings and replant- 


ings practically exhausted the hold- 
over supply last June. 


In some sections this year's crop 


has heen destroyed by drought or 
early frosts. Farmers of these sec- 
tions should now arrange to secure 
seed from localities possessing cli- 
matic conditions similar to their own. 


In the localities favored with a 


crop this year, next year's crop may 
be destroyed, and there should now 
be selected a supply of locally adapt- 
ed seed for 1918 and a holdover sup- 
ply for the 1919 planting. 


Hail storms, floods, and drough'ts 


yearly destroy millions of acres of 
young corn, making second and third 
plantings of seed necessary. 
Seed 


corn dealers who provide ample sup- 
plies of seed of early maturing vari- 
eties 
render 
valuable 
service by 


prompt deliveries for these emer- 
gency plantings.
